If you haven’t a license as a gun owner in Massachusetts, you 
.ere..still within the law. 

The commonwealth’s new firearms code does not go into effect 
for 90: days—on Oct. 21. 

A spokesman for the Attorney General’s office said licensing 
of firearms owners will be carried out by local police departments 
vsing state-prepared forms. 

Superintendent of Administration William A. Bradley of the 
i[oston iPolice Department said the department had not yet estab¬ 
lished its’ procedure for handling the licensing and probably would 
not, for at least a couple of weeks. 

This is to give the legal department time to determine just what 
the department’s responsibilities are under the new law and to pre¬ 
pare, the licensing division for the volume of new paper work. 

When the law becomes effective, all present owners of firearms 
will have to obtain identification cards entitling them to possess 
their guns. It also requires serial numbers on all new guns sold 
in the state and registration of their serial numbers with local li¬ 
censing authorities. 

The identification cards must be presented to dealers selling 
ammunition as evidence that the buyer is entitled to purchase 
cartridges. 

Illegal possession of a firearm or making false statements on 
mi application for a gun license is a felony under the new law. 

The law is the result of a four-year effort by Sen. John J. Conte

How To Cut Federal Spending 

One logical way to cut excessive federal spending is to reduce 
the number of government personnel. In April, 12,352 mployees 
were added to the federal executive dpartment payroll, making a 
grand total of 2,932,109 people. This exceeds the Korean war peak 
in January of 1954. It’s about three and one-half times as many 
on the federal payroll during the peak of World War I. 

Here are some random examples. If the 19,448 employees of 
TVA moved to one city, it would have more people than Talladega, 
Ala., Fairbanks, Alaska, or Whitefish Bay, Wis. 

If the Veterans Administration personnel of 172,954 was in one 
city, this city would replace Nashville, Tenn., as the 73rd largest 
city in U. S. population according to the I960 Census. 

If the Civil Sendee Commission with 5,362 employees had its 
own city it would outrank Monticello, Ark., Brownsburg, Ind., Free¬ 
port, Maine, and Walnut Heights, Cal. 

The Department of Agriculture has the equivalent of one em¬ 
ployee for every 28 farms in the United States, with a total of 
111,271 employees. 

Proliferation of federal departments, bureaus, and committees 
expands with unrestrained federal spending, so while Mr. and Mrs. 
Consumer are expected to tighten up their budget to meet an in¬ 
crease in federal taxes, a realignment of the payroll priorities in the 
nation’s capital is long overdue.

Driving Tips 

Twelve tips for safe driving on 
the expressway are recommend¬ 
ed by the safety and industrial 
hygiene section of the American 
Oil Company.

“Plan your trip. Make sure 
your car, tires, lights, windshield 
wipers and brakes are in good 
condition.

Yankee doughnuts get dunked 
in maple syrup. 

RAISED DOUGHNUTS 
2 cups milk, scalded 
1/3 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 envelopes active dry yeast 
1/3 cup warm water 

1 egg, slightly beaten 
’4 cup shortening, melted and 
cooled 

7 cups (about) sifted regular 
flour 

Shortening for deep-fat frying 

Into the -raided milk, off heat, 
stir the sugar and salt to dis¬ 
solve; cool to lukewarm. 

In a large mixing bowl dis¬ 
solve the yeast in the warm wa¬ 
ter; -tir in the lukewarm milk 
mixture, the egg and the melted 
!•» cup shortening. Gradually stir 
in enough of the flour to make 
a soft dough. 

Turn out onto a well-floured 
V>ard or prepared pastry cloth. 
Knead for five minutes. Place 
dough in a lightly greased bowl; 
turn to grease top. Cover with a 
clean towel. Let rise in a warm 
7 -1 a'.‘C until doubled — about one 
hour. 

Turn out onto a lightly floured 
board or prepared pastry cloth.
